to considerable length it was not for 
the purpose of criticizing or ebject- 
ing ‘to the policy of the resolutions, but 
to give tha members taking part an 
opportunity of putting themselves on 
riord on the question of loyalty 
tis the ompire, aad incidenially show- 
ing that they were more loyal/ than 
their oppenents. The question was 
mt, howevar, that of mere loyalty. 
There was no queation on that point, 
ama the efforts of ceriain of the oppo- 
sition speakers to mike the country 


belicve that ceriain members o° the 
government and oc parliament were 
Gisloyal or had said or done that 


which expressed or implied disloyalty, 
was simply an insult to the men again- 
st} whom the allegation was made ‘and 
on\important assumption that the resi 
oi the pecpte of the country were co 
blin’l or prejudiced that they could be 
mide to believe what was not true; and 
thereby be induced to act as theugh ft 
were true. The question was not o7 
losrity, but it was whether the Joy- 
alty of Canada to the empire (hovid 
hnreaiter be passive as hitherio. or 
i} tiv as in the present case. The ex- 
pressions on both sides of the house 
wors overwhe:mingiy in favor of ac- 
tive loyalty. These expressions were 
i> strong and so unanimous as to de- 
finitely commit Canada to that course. 
To whist lenzths the country will go 
frim tine to tima must of rourse be 
dcitided by circumstances and condi- 
tions.. But as a result of tho debate 
Canada stands pledged, in s9 far as 
jeorliament can pledize the couutry- by 
word and vote,—io support the mili- 
tary strength of the Empire as such 
with blood and treasure. That this is 
4a most important departure and one 
certain to have far-reaching results 
every one Can see,—although they can- 
mat. ses how far the results may yet 
reych. In view of the importance of 
th-| precedent that has been establish- 
ed and sanctioned with all deliberation 
itvis not wonderful that there should 
have been scme tendency to hanz ack. 
Th wonder is that there has been so 
dittle. From every part of English- 
speaking Canada, without distinction 
of locality or religion there was Rut 
ona voice, and that was to share with 
th empire in victory or defeai on the 
field of battle. It was recognized that 
British liberty meant liberty for all: 
that British liberts depended on the 
fulscess Of the British arms. Valuinz 
British liberty Canadians were prepar- 
adj ti paly the price. While this {view 
wap held and eloquentiy supported by 
a large number of the representatives 
oi French Canada there were French 
members on both sides of the house 
whe took whait mizht be called & more 
conserva'tive view. Quebec had en- 
tered confederation on a certain well 
defined understanding. A part of 
that understanding was that Canada 
should be prepared to defend herself 
ama part of the empire in case of the 
empire being at war; but it was just 
dskenuth a matier of understanding at 
the sam? time that Canada should noi 
ba required to contribute to the de- 
femmes of other parts of} the empire. 
Jealous as French-Canadians naturally 
are ac the guarantees Secured by {them 
ati the} iim» of confederation itis not 
wonderful that they should hesitate at 
accepting csuch a radical departure 
from a very definite understanding— 
a departure the fival results of which 
no one can foresee. 
the French-Canadian representatives 
should have unhesitatingly placed 
loyaitty to the empire over loyalty te 
the special privilege or their province 
by publicly endorsinz the contingent 
vate\is a sufficient answer to any gen- 
éral accusation of lack of imperial loy- 
filtys. And it is altogether unfair to 
misrepresent loyalty to an arrange- 
ment mad with the sanction of the 
empire. Just how far the present 
course of Canada in regard to military 
aid to the empire is removed from 
amything that was dreamed of a 
very few years ago. Mr. Russell, M. 
P,, for Halifax, pvinted cut in thd 
couse of his speech sayinz that the pre- 
sent\ leader, of the opposition, Sir has. 
Tupper, wa's on record repeatedly as 
holding that Canada should not and 
wus under no oblization to take part 
in imperial wars except in self-defence. 
On the oecasion of the first ‘Egyptian 
Wem when an offer of Canadian troops 
hex been made to the Imperial jrovern- 
ment through Sir Charles himself he 
Stipulated in the offer that the “en- 
tire cost would fall on the imperial ex- 
chequer.” It is only fair to Messrs. 
Bourassa, Monet, Chauvin and others 
who criticized the new position that 
Canada was taking that their criti- 
cisms were of law rather than of spir- 
it. They objected to what was being

The contrast between glittering gen- 
eralties and dry details was shown biy 
the different treatment accorded the 
two millicn dollar resolutions when 
going through committee cf the whole 
as compared with that accorded them 
when passing the house.. Whilst be- 
fare the house the glory and expansion 
of the empire was im the itheme of 
every speaker, and the attention of the 
house was riveted. But when they. 
came into committee and the question } 
bepam? one of how much pay or {al- 
lowanees the individual soldier or his 
dependents should get a]l interest 
reemed to have died out and it ¢ “be- 
eam ta matter of the utmost indiffer- 
ence to most of the members whether 
the!soldiers got one rajte of pay or an- 
pther. Indeed some speakers argued 
as though it would be an ‘insult —to 
pay them: at all or to provide for their 
families in as much as they ‘had enlist- 
ed without stipulating for any parti- 
cular rate. Some of the same menjfwho 
had shouted themselves hoarse  de- 
elaring that Canada should not allow 
Britiain\to pay any part of the cost of 
the contingents in South Africa were 
silent as death on the question of how 
much the pay should be,—which was 
really the subject of the resolution, 
It was a case showing clearly that 
ths title of Kipling’s now celebrated 
pcorm whs not more applicable to the 
absent soldier than to the stay at home 
citizen. 

Two sections of the resolutions¢ 
brought out considerable discussion. 
Th first provided for a separation al]- 
lowance for the wives of non-commis- 
sioned officers and men, and the kec- 
ondi for payment by Canada of a suffi- 
cient amount to bring the rate of pay 
rejseived by the soldier up to the Can- 
adian standard. Sergeants’ wives 
Were w be allowed 50e a day, corpor- 
als’s 85c and private’s 5c. Children 5e 
ez|’hi, these being the rates allowed py 
the{ imperial army. It was pointed out 
that; in; the case of the wife of a priv- 
ats the allowance was not at all ade- 
quite andj it was Suggesied that tthera 
ba an even rate of 502 a day for the 
Wives of both non-commissioned 
officers and mon. The discussion wes 
long’ andi hot, the minister taking the 
ground that having foliowed the rate 
o< British allowances it should be satis- 
feetory. Besides the soldier could 
have the portion of pis bay provided by 
Canada handed to his wife. The min- 
ister finally agreed to amend the reso-

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SEPARATION ALLOWANCES. 

From Hansard, 

In the course of the debaite in com- 
mittee on the separation allowances to 
Wives and children of members of the 
seVeral coniingenis Mr. Oliver took 
peirtiin the discussion as followg: 

Mr. Oliver.. What is the amount of 
these separation allowances which are 
tif be) paid te the wives and children? 

The Minister of Militia and Defence. 
The separation allowances given. by the 
Imperial authorities are as fellows: 
Sergeanty, 50 cents for a wife, 5 cents 
ipnesPh som. and 5 cents for each 
dcughter, per day; corporals, 35 cents 
fivea wifs, Sicents for each son, and 5 
cets “pt each daughter; privates, 25 
went? to, a wif; 5 cents for each son, 
end 5 cents for each daughter. The 
numbars are as follows in the © first 
ontingeni{: Sorgeants, 13 wives, 24 
children; corporals, 9 wives, 15 child- 
ren; privates, 37 Wives, 61 children. 
Thess} drew about $23 per dayAt’fhis 
tate the prymenis on account of ihe 
first contingent will amount to $5,- 
589 ta June 3, 1900. The returns for 
the second contingent are not inj and 
weare not able to say how many mar- 
ried men are in it. 

Mr, Oliver. I would like to say, fol- 
lewing the remarks which I made on 
the resoimtion, I for one do 
not consider that the Imperial rate of 
pay or allowantves is adequate to fhe 
circumstances of our soldiers. I do 
not think 25 cents a day to the wiie of 
a private esoidier, circumstanced as 
the private oldiers are in the “irst, 
sccond or third Canadian contingents 
is an adequat> allowance. The very 
fart that it is the allowance of the Im- 
pertal forces, made in the case of peo- 
ple whose trade cr callinz is fimply 
soldiering, is an evidence tht it is not 
adequate in our case. 

The Minister of Militia and Defence. 
It applies to the Imperial militia. 

Mr. Oliver. Th2 fact that it applies 
ta the Imperial forzes is a sufficient 
proo* ithat: it is not adequate when ap- 
plied to people in civilian life. As to 
its being suificient for ‘the militia 
forces in the old country, evenin that 
ease the circumstances are net tiie 
same as in the case of our volunteers 
jm this couniry, where the cost oliv- 
ing is higher, and where wages ‘are 
higher; and the class of people «who 
have joined the Canadian forces are 


verhaps on a semewhat different 
‘ooting from those who 
«aompose the ordinary militia forces 


in the old country. If the people of 
Canada are deriving a certain amount 
of credit for the sacrifice made by these 
men who have gone to Africa, it is 
as little as ‘they do tolighien those sac- 
rifices as much as possible, and to 
judge: what are proper allowances, not 
by th» standard which prevails in the 
mother country, where the conditions 
are, different, but rather by the'stand- 
erd which prevails in this country. 
This country is getting the beneiit, if 
there is any benefit, and should pay ac- 
cording to that beneiit. 

Aiter some further giscussion by a 
number of members: 


Mr. Oliver. The discussion is en- 
tirely aside from the poinit I faised, 
which was not as to the pay of tha men 
but{as to the allowance to the widows 
and the children. I wish to say {hat 
it is not, to my mind so important 
whether the men are paid highiwages 
or low wages. The important matter 
is that we bave these families with us, 
and they must be supported by tsome- 
body ; and if this country does not'sup- 


port them, unless they have private 
means, they will have to be supported 


byicharity. I, for one, do not want to 
see the wives or dependents of , our 
soldiers who are fighting our battlesin 
South Africa dependent on charity for 
support, no matter what high-sound- 
ing!name it goes by. A fine ‘patriotic 
fund is being raised, and it is highly 
creditable to those who have subscrib- 
ed to it. But, for my part, T do not 
want io see this country depend rfor 
the\support of the wives and children 
of its soldiers upon a patriotic fund. 
This is a national matter, and not a 
matter of charity. I think the al- 
lowance to the dependents of our soj- 
diers should be adequate eccording to 
our scale of living. I notice thajt the 
wild of a sergeant is aliowed 50 «tents 
e day, while the wife of a private is 
allowed 25 cents a day. Under the 
circumstances it is quite as likely that 
the wife of the private requires fifty 
centr\a day just as much 2s the wife 
of the sergeant. The sergeant’s cir- 
cumstances are not at all parallel fo 
those of the same officer in ihe British 
army where the foundation of those 
bllowanves is laid. I say that what- 
ever the rule of the Britisharmy may 
be, or whatever the conditions upon 
which these men engaged—for my part 
I think the government did wrong to 
engage a married man in any rank be- 
low that of an officer—but having fsn- 
gaged him, this country then becomes

responsible for the support of his firs 
ilyi while he is away, and the credit of 
the country is involved in seeing ithat 
his family is supported at least decent- 
ly. At25 cents a day, or|$1.75 a week.

A LETTER FROM TROOPER HANNA. 
Through the kindress of Mr. A. E. 
Jamieson we are enabled to publish 
the following letter from trooper W. 
H. Hanne, of the Canadian Mounted 
Riffes, written on board the “Pomer- 
anian,” seven days out of Halifax, on 


Saturday, Feb. 3rd.; 


“You should just sce me agi am and | 


where I am writing this. Just togive 
youla, faint! idaa. I amiin the centre of 
the ship and three decks below the up- 
per—i. e. daylight. There are three of 
us here just now and we are; surround- 
ed, by about. 100 horses, snorting find 
hefwing, On the next deck above is 
another 100 horses and on the deck 


above that soms 85 more. The reason 


I’m{ here (in this particular place) is 
that Ifhave to be. I’m “on duty,” see- 
ing thait the horses stand up, but the 
dhy is fine and they are pretty good. 
I will be here oli day, but will be re- 
lieved pt. “mess.” For all it is the bot- 
tiom desk (except the hold) it is the 
b-sto* the three to b2 on, as the weath- 
er is quite warm now and the, 'ventila- 
tors keep fresh aic pumped in. I gm 
new lying on some loose hay ‘under 
one of the ventilators and Maioney;, 
(of Si. Albert) is alongside me. 

Well we have had a splendid trip so 
far except that the first two days were 
very rouzh\'anda bad seaon. Some of 
the waves landed plump on deck and 
oc! course ran down the hatches pell- 
meili Buti we got used to such incon- 
veniences as that, in fact at that time 
most of us didn’t care if they vere 
twiee as big, for the horrors of — sea- 
sickness were upon us, (that undeserv- 
edi punctuation mark is the emblem of 
another. roll). Somes of the boys had it 
bad four or five days. Before wefwere 
an hour out of Halifax itbegan and of 
ellisxmos I ever witness:d, it surpusssd 
ail. The ship rolled like a churn end 
the 200 of us—but I omit details. I 
wasn’t sick Satunday night (we sailed 
on Saitturday. at 6 p. m.), but Sunday I 
eaved in and made up for Jost time. 
For some time most of us knew not, 
and cared less, whether we were en 
noute Cap2 Town, Kalamazoo 
or Hong Kong. By Tuesday Ibegan to 
live again. McMillan, MeGeachy, Mc- 
Kinlay and Griesbach were the worst 
of the lot. McKinlay is like an pld 
cripple yet. Some of them didn’t eat 
for 60 or 80 hours, but I _ only 
lost, two meajs. The last four or five 
dalys the weather has been lovely fand 
the sea quite smooth. It is warm but 
noti hot yet. We can go around, with- 
out jackets or boots if we ‘like. Drill 
commenced with rifles two days ago 
but there isn’t room enough for many 
at a time so we, have quite a sot 
snap, There is lots oi fruit which is 
soid quite chealp (at Edmonton prices) 
aq well as other dainties such as can- 
ned staffs, &c.

Since we got} away from Regina 
things have come to be pretty much; as 
if it were natural or in éhe general 
course of things. [ have failen into the 
tracks as if I was always used to it, 
but same times (in the evening) fs 1 
get the most comfortable position 
on the nailing I wonder as I look out 
over the; “broad expanse” and see the 
moon andj the stars if it isn’t a dream. 
but one hiasn’t much chance ito 
indulgé, in reminiscent moods with 200 
young Canadians aboard. I presume 
I'll realize the realits when I jget (a 
piece of lead. A great drawback on 
board is the want of music i. e. of a 
decent, kind. Twa banjoes, a couple of 
mouth organs and a“ constant scream- 
er” constitute the harmonical layout of 
thei party. There are some good sing- 
ers aboard, however, and some even- 
ings it is alright. 

We are to call at St. Vincent, Cape 
Verde Islands, and I will post this 
there. We get St. Vincent on 
Wednesday, I believe, and hope to iget 
Some, good fresh war news there.”

LIFE ON THE POMERANIAN. 

The Bulletin has received the follow- 
letter from’ Thos. McGeachy, C. squad- 
rony No. 3 troop, C. M. R.. 

On board ship “Pomeranian” near 
Capa St. Vincent, Cape Verde Islands, 
Feb. 7th, 1900: 

As we, are nearing our only port hbe- 
fore eoming to Cape Town, I take the 
opportunity of sending you the fol- 
lowing\: To-day we have been twelve 
days}on the broad Atlantic, and in the 
neighborhood of eight thousand miles 
from Edmonton. Since we left your 
(then our) town, a great many ideas 
hive presented themselves, but I be- 
liewe—speaking generally—that not a 
single soul which left the west once 
desired to remain in any eatern tewn 
or| city which it was our lot to visit. 
Without a doubt Winnipazis a vony 
pretty place, and deserves all credii 
due to any city. The people were the 
most enthusiastic of any we met.

Next our grand old capitol was equal 
to the occasion, and Parliament Hill 
was) the, site of the occurrence the like 
of which Canada has never witnessed 
before and the people of Ottawa rreal- 
ized it to the full extent. Halifax beinz 
our last stopping place on land, we ean~ 
not afford to avoid mention 
of if for while there the good people 
of this city knew for the first time 
that Western Canada had produced a 
battalion of Mounted Rifles which they 
rerognized as worthy to represent 
their country anywhere. We were 
termed ‘rough riders,” sowboys,” and 
last but not least, “gentlemen’’--a 
reputation we all felt proud to possess, 
and| proud to know it came from, the 
west.

ROBERT'S WINS AGAIN. 
Ati midnight on the 7th, the war o7- 
fice published the following despatch 
from Roberts: “Poplar Grove, Mar. 
7.—Evening—We have had a ‘very suc- 
cessful’ day, and have ccmpletelyt 
routed the enemy, who are in full re- 
trent. The position which they occu- 
pied: is extremely strong and cunning- 
y: arranged, with a second line oi en- 
trenehments which would have caus- 
ed us heavy loss had a day/ attack been 
made The turning movement was 
neessarily wide, owing to the nature 
o: the ground, and the cavalry and 
horse artillery horses are much done 
pp. The fighting was practically con- 
fined: to the cavalry division, Which‘ as 
msual did exceedingly well, and Gener- 
al French’ reporty that the horse artil- 
lery batteries did great execution 
among the enemy. Our casualties 
were about 50.” 


Desrribing the Boer position before 
the battle the correspondent o7 the 
Times says: They occupy an exten- 
Sive position ‘between ourselves and 
Bloemfontein and Wynburg. They in- 
clude, the bulk of the Naital forces and 
are ander General Joubert himself. 
Only suificient men have been left be- 
hind} to hold Vanreenen’s position at 
Laing’s Nek. Extensive desertions are 
reported during the trek. An engage- 
ment is imminent, which will proba- 
bly, bei decisive as to the results of the 
war.” 

Another despatch io the Times dat- 
ed Osfontein, March 6th, says: “A 
commando of 3,000 Boers has offered 
to surrender but on impossible terms. 
Cronje’s losses were greater than he 
admitted. Sixty Boers were found 
buried in one grave.

A. British’ flying column has entered

LEE SE ES 

The United Stajtes court o7 claims has 
rendered a decision on the claim Ox 
Admiral Dewey for prize money on 
account of the destruction of ithe 
Spanish fleet in Manila harbor. The 
court decided against the Admiral’s 
contention ihat the enemy’s forces 
were, superior to his, and awarded him 
$9,575. Dewey has appealed the case. 

The minister of militia, Dr. Borden, 
Col. Aylmer, acting in command of 
the Canadian militia, and Col. Pinault, 
deputy minister of militia, were busy 
all aiterncon arranging to have ‘the 
Canadian militia sent to Halifax to 
take the place of the 100th regiment of 
the Imperial army now stationed there. 
The British regulars will be sent _to 
South Africa. Over 1,600 members of 
the; Canadian militia will take their 
plape. They will be ready in about 
15 days.. Members of the permanent 
corps will not be sent. The offer to 
garrison Halifax, which was made by 
Canada twe weeks ago, was accepted 
by the war office this afternoon. It 
is just probable that in thenear future 
Canada will have a regiment of her 
own, as the Imperial! authorities are 
likely to accept the proposition already 
made; to repatriate the 100th regiment 
with headquarters at Halifax.

PAY OF VOLUNTEERS IN AFRICA 
In the debate of Mr. Bourassa’s- 
motion: against Canada providing part 
of the pay of the Canadian wolunteers 
in South Africa Mr. Oliver said: 
I would not wish a motion such as 
that moved by the hon. member for La- 


belle (Mr. Bourassa) to come before this 
House without expressing my strong 
dissent from it. My view is that ‘these 
volunteers should receive full Cana- 
dian pay in addition to their British 

pefy a diametrically opposite view to 
that entertained by the hon. member 
for Labelie. To those who think there 
isiany, danger of over-paying our men 
let me say, that it is just as establish- 
ed a(frule in military asin civii life that 
special service requires special pay. 
Inasmuch! as’ this service in Soath fAf- 
rica: is special service from every point 
of view,. these men by the right of mili- 
tary law are entitled to special pay. 
During the Northwest rebellion the 
same class of men as are in the Strath- 
conn Horse and employed in exactly the 
game) work as they, are to do in South 
Africa, received $2.50 a day, andit was 
not {60 much. Do not be afraid 
o2 overpaying these men; do not { be 
ayraid of breaking military traditions 
by giving them special consideration 
for the special service they are jrend- 
ering.Some members seem to think it 
wouldi‘be} a pity to put the question of 
military: service and the glory of the 

empire! or the ba'sis of a private sold- 
ier’s pay, or to discuss the jquestion 
whether a man should get 10 cenis a 
day or 25 cents a day more than British 
wates. That may be all very well from 
cur point of view, but hew about the 
point of view of the man who is sacri- 
ficing his position, and business pros- 
pects for the glory of- the fempire. 
Hajs he to do all and ‘bas nobody eJse 
todo anything? Are we to doall the 
hurrahing and he all the fighting? Is 
Ye to do all the spending and we ‘to 
traw, all the profit? If there is to he 
ta general glorification, if we the or- 
dinary stay-at-home citizens of Cana- 
eda.are to have our share of the glory 
of |this war; if we are to hoist our flags 
and hurrah ourselves hoarse over vic- 
tories, we ought to be willing to (do 
something tv indemnify those those 
who are ‘winning the victories. Iti 
is not, thait these men have asked for 
sperial pay, but it is that our national 
credit demands that we shouid give 
them special pay. That we should not 
ask them to do special work jfor ( us 
unless we are willing to pay them 
atcording to the work they are do- 
ing. Why, Sir, any man in the Strath- 
conn, Horse, by paying his passage to 
South Africa, and enlisting in the'local 
forces there could get $2.50 a day. 
When we ask these men tomake sacri- 
fives for the-honor of Canada and the 
glory, of the empire, let us be willing 
to do our share. If they are yvilling 
to do the fighting, let us be willing 
tb} do the paying. I make these. re- 
marks in order to demonstrate to‘what 
extent I dissent from the amendment 
moved by Mr. Bourassa, and viel a 
ticularly impress upon the ministers 
and upon the government that when 
arrangements are being made for 
dealing with the losses of life, and 
limbs, and health resulting from this 
war, consideration shall be given ac- 
cording to the special circumstance: 
and conditions «of our country 
to those who have volunteered, and 
that we shall not be tied down by Im- 
If we do not pay 
the men their full pay, besides cheir 


; an exciting 
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British pay, let us take special ‘care 
thait! those who require support ai ‘the 
hands cf the nation shall receive it, and 
thajt} it shall not be done by us as a 
charity but as a maiter of duty. By 
taking this course we shall really share 
in the glory that these men thave ac- 
hieved by the sacrifices that they 


have made.

TROUBLE IN MONTREAL. > 

The; jublication in Montreal over the 
reliet of Ladysmith aroused a consider- 
able row, starting, principally, with 
the students of MeGill and Laval\uni- 
versities, and erding up with, a fnob 
fight between Engiish and French 
students and their adherents and sym- 
pelthizers. McGill students went over 
to Laval university early in the day, 
and jinding no British flags up, fput ‘up 
one of their own. They did, the same 
att the French newspaper offices Sub- 
sequently 800 Laval students marched 
down to the French newspaper of- 
fires, tore down the British flags, nd 
substituted the university faculty 
flags and ‘Tricolors. When the Mc- 
Gill men heard of the doings of; ‘the 
Laval men there seemed a prospert Of 
a big row. They could not get together 
many men. However, late at night, 
ay large party of them, followed by a 
crowc. Of citizens, gathcred around. 
Iaval. Anticipating ‘trouble, there 
were a couple of police patrols on hand. 
The students outside became noisy, and 
the Laval authorities turned a hose on 
them. This made the McGill. men 
mad, and they rushed up the sieps(but 
found the doors locked. They then 
smashed about $50 worth of glass fim 
the windows. At night-the Laval stu- 
dents cam! out in force and continued 
the demonstration. A yast crowd, 
numbering between five and six thou- 
sand, composed of Laval students and 
their sympuathizers, gathered at Lav- 
al university, The French flag and 
the flaiz of Laval university were ¢:ar- 
ried prominently in the procession and 
the students were armed with blud- 
geons. The crowd, headed by a man 
carrying the tri-color and_ singing 
the “Marseillaise” marched’ down to 
the French newspaper offices, where 
scene took place. The 
Union Jack was floating from the 
Star office. The students hocted the 
Star ancl several of them mounted to 
thé roof and took down the flag{ which 
they; rent in pices and carried off. By 
this time an immense crowd gathered, 
and there was great indignation 
shown at the tearing down of the flag 
and several free fights ensued. A party 
of young Englishmen aiounted on‘ the 
Star reof and again placed the dlag 
in position, threatening to shoot any- 
body who atiempted to iear it down. 
Several revolvers shots were fired in 
the air and great excitement ensued. 
Thej Laval students ihen continued on 
their way waving flags and singin 
the “Marseillaise” soak cae rah 
patrioiic songs.

Approaching Intombi Spruit I found 
a huge dam that was only half complet- 
et, Thousands of bags of sand had 
been placed in the bed of the creek. 
some plates they projected for a con- 
siderable distance above the surface of 
the water. It apparently had been 
the object of the Boers in building this 
dam to flood the vailey in which 
among other buildings, are the hos- 
pitals used by the British.

“The performance of the Canadians un- 
der an absolutely withering fire, which 
caused them, to retire fifty yards ‘until 
the engineers dug trenches, was splen- 
did. The dim moonlight and’ ithe 
cloudy sky alone rendered the enemy’s 
point-blank fusilade ineffective. The 
Canadiians held the position / until 
danwn. The greatest admiration is ex- 
pressed for their valour and it is felt 
that a new era has been opened; to the 
Empire, now that the Canadians have 
avenged Majuba.” A despatch to the 
Morning Post from Paardeberg, says: 
“The Canadians were only prevented 
from carrying General Cronje’s laager 
at the point of the bayonet by imper- 
ative orders to the contrary. Their 
gallantry is the universal theme of con- 
versation. We captured 5,000 small 
arms. Our tremendous shell fire had 
scarcely any appreciable effect on the 
Boer trenches. Their wounded during 
the week numbered eighty. The num- 
ber of their dead we have mot ascer- 
tained.”
